The Bature of Labor. 

Organization for the promotion of class in- 
terests is rapidly spreading among the yari- 
ous ranks of artisans. Like other divisions 
of society, they have discovered the strength 
which results from combinaifon, and the 
wisdom of that policy which malses tle wel- 
fare of the individual identical with the 
welfare of the mass, “As society itself is but 
one organic whole, there seems, however,’to 
be a growing danger of sectional reforms 
being prosecuted to the neglect of more com- 
prehensive measures, which equally elevate, 
and ought, theréfore, equally to interest all. 
The truly regenerating forces of society are 
those which tend to break down the barriers 
which mark the divisions of rank, and more 
Closely to assimilate all classes with the 
ideal of that perfect organism whose grad- 
ual increase is shared by all its parte. The 
first requisite of cordial codperation is a con- 
viction of identity of interests; the second, 
@ belief that the existing relations of one 
class to another are as they ought to be. 
The declared aims and purposes of labor or- 
ganizations, cast a doubt on both these facts. 
Their constitution presupposes, with greater 
or less distinctness, that the interests of em- 


Ployers or capitalists are opposed to theirs, 


and their pervading tendency is to rectify the 
unequal distribution of profits, which, it is 
maintained, at present existe. Without at- 
tempting to determine the relative justice of 
these positiéns, it must be remarked that 
their existence cannot be too steadily kept 
in view by all who endeavor to cement the 
bonds of human fellowship, or aim at effect- 
ing any comprehensive scheme of social’ 
elevation. 

Antagonism of classes has hitherto been 
found inseparable from human progress, and 
itis highly probable that it wHl be a very 
long period before itis eliminated. Kept with- 
in proper limita, 1tis by no means so much 
opposed to general advancement, as might 
at first appear. We are familiar enough 
with the political vitality which results 
from party strife, and contending social in- 
fluences serve a similar purpose of causing 
motion between them. Their consequences 
are to be dreaded, however, when nothing 
less than the extinction of the one will sat- 
isfy the other, Nothing can be more obvious 
than that labor is indebted to capital for one- 
half of its power. Left to itsown resources it 
can neither be properly diffused, nor profita- 
bly directed. Its results are wasted ina 
place where they are not required, while in 
another locality they would find their nat- 
ural value, A large portion of the grain of 
the Mississippi valley would be as useless as 
the carcasses of Australian sheep, were 
means of transport equally wanting to con- 
vey it:to the proper market. A trath so ob- 
vious is only needed to show thé suicidal 
tendency of all movements which would ex- 
alt any one interest of society by the ex- 
tindtion of another. ° 

The growing mtelligence of workingmen, 
and the rectifying influence of practice over 
theory, will doubtless prevent the diffusion 
of such érrors as we have alluded to. Mean- 
while the extension of facilities for interna- 
tional communication; and the gradual 
weakening of international jealousies, may. 
reaschably be expected to counteract the 
deadliest evil which labor has to undergo—its 
aggregation in excessive madses. It has been 
remarked, that as the struggle for existence 
becomes less intense, the society thus reliev- 
ed agsumes a higher level which it does not 
readily lose. In onr Eastern centres of popu- 
lation we are already beginning to exper- 
ience some of the industrial phenomena 
which-have already been felt by older com- 
munities. The recoil from such a pressure, 
which may naturally be expected, will leave 
society free to attain a further stage of devel- 


opment which will serve to ‘prevent the re- 
‘eurrence of such an evil, And so by sueces™.

Doubtless in this case there 
was a prudent system on. the part of the 
teachers which deserves credit ; yet snch an 
incident could only occur among children. 
Pure disinterestedness never appears in a 
grown-up crowd. There are always in a 
multitude some mean men who value their 
individual lives in inverse proportion to their 
actual worth; whore selfishness becomes 
prominent in occasions of danger. 

On a Sunday a fortnight since, in Louis- 
ville,a church had a first-class explosion. 
The egclesiastical furnace undertook a burst 
after the fashion of things secular. The sa- 
cred édifice shook as with an earthquake. 
Vast volumes of smoke issued from’ the 
nether regions, diffusing a stifling odor un- 
hke that of sanctity. Had the preacher 
descanted on the terrors of the world below, 


he might have peopled a lunatic asylum. 


Had he hesitated or added to the alarm, a 
panic with all its horrible results must have 
accrued. Fortunately, calm words came 
from the occupant of the pulpit; ‘reliable 
members added scothing testimony, and the 
congregation withdrew in something like 
_If there happens to be one sensible man in 
a crowd where the danger of panic js immi- 
nent he may by prompt and fearless assur- 
ances allay excitement and save human 
lives, Not every one can invent on the spur 
of the moment a device of safety such as was 
credited to a distinguished New-England 
politician before the war. It is said that 
during large political meeting held.in a 
public edifice @ man pushed through the 
crowd and told him that the supports of the 
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simplicity and equality, a high sense of honor, 
anda | hamanity: We have the first of 
those in our publie shiool aystem ; the second is, 
it 1s hoped, not neglected, buf. there is room for 
improvement in respect. to the third, Whether 
regarded as one of the major or minor sins, 
cruelty to animals is too often chargeable upon 
the young. ‘So Jong as they remain young the 
plea of thoughtlessneas ‘may answer for 
excuse, but the danger is that a bad habit 
neglected grows into a vice by which the future 
character is deteriorated. Why, then, should 
not liumanity to animals be part of the training 
of our public schools ?
